of the Shooting 


Meeks and Railsbacks, Father and 


Son on Each Side, Do Battle 


and the Meeks are Killed. 


Richmond, Ind., May 17.—A contro- 


versy over a line fence between two 
farms resulted today in the death of 
Alexander Meek and Raymond Meek, 
father and son, and the serious injury 
to Frank Railsback. sr., and his son 
Frank. 


The difference between the two fam- 


ilies relative to the fence had existed 
for some weeks, but had not reached 
ii serious stage until this 
morning 


when at an early hour the Hallsback 
men proceeded to the line and with 
axes began chopping away the posts. 
The Meeks father and son left 
the 


house going to the point of the fence 
where the Railsbacks were at work. 


The father had a revolver and the 


son a shotgun. 
Both fired on the 


Railsback men and l'"rank Railsback 
jr., fell with a wound In his knee. Tin 
elder Railsback was wounded in tin 
abdomen by a shot from one barrel o 
the younger Moeks' gun. 


The Railsbacks retreated and Joe 


Railsback, another son, went to th 
house and returning with a double 
barreled shotgun fired point-blank a 
the Meeks, killing boch, shooting each 
o£ them in the head. Joel' Railsback 
surrendered himself to the sheriff.

he first degree, the severest crime 
against society,' and although there 
had been a great deal of sympathy in- 
jected into the case the law did not al- 
ow a man to punish another for wrong 
ie had suffered or to wreak vengeance 
on the man -who had wronged him. 


After Justice Garretson had imposed 


the sentence Captain Hains sat down' 
and dropped his head on the table be- 
fore him. He 'seemed overcome with 
emotion .for a.few minutes, but soon 
recovered himself 
and 
sat upright, 


staring at the court. 


Father and Brother Affected. 


General Hains, the defendant's fath- 


er, and Major John Hairis. who were in 
court, displayed much emotion. 
Im- 


mediately after .sentence the prisoner's 
lawyers asked for a stay of sentence 
for a few days in order to take an ap- 
peal. Justice Garretson said the case 
would take the usual course, and gave 
the 
defense - twenty-four hours 
in 


which to-file an appeal. He then re- 
manded Captain Hains to the custody 
of the sheriff. The maximum penalty 
possible to imppso under' the law was 
twenty-one years. It was also within 
the discretion of the court to suspend 
sentence.- 
When .-the Jury rendered 


their verdict last Tuesday they made 
no recommendation for mercy. 
Since 


then the relatives of .the convicted 
army officer and his lawyers have'ask- 
ed the jurors-to sign a petition for 
clemency, which'.was ..expected to he 
presented to the- court today. .. 


John F. Mclntyrev.chief counsel for. 


the defendant..had prepared the usual 
motions to set aside the verdict on the 
ground that it was against the weight 
of evidence and contrary to law.

America Allows Destruction 


of Millions for Want of 


Proper Care. 


New York. May 17.—Although the 


per capita loss by fire in this country 
remains from ten 
to 
thirty 
times 


greater than In the 
principal 'Eu- 


ropean centers. President J. Montgom- 
ery Hare, of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, was able to report 
substantial progress In the campaign 
for protection against the flames. 


President Hare showed that for the 


last five years the average annual loss 
by fire In this country has been over 
a quarter of a billion, the total for the 
period 
having 
been 
$1,346.002,059, 


which Is a dally destruction of nearly 
$750,000. 


The heavy average was largely aug- 


mented by the San Francisco and Bal- 
timore fires, but taking the last two 
years by themselves, President Hare 
showed there was a loss of $216,084.709 
In 1907, and of $217,885,860 in 1908, in- 
dicating, he said, that the annual de- 
struction Is likely to continue above 
the $200,000,000 mark. He pointed out 
that for the first three months of 1909 
it has amounted to nearly $53,000.000, 
giving no promise of Improvement. 


Do Not Include Forest Fires. 


"These figures do not Include," said 


President Hare, "the loss 
from the 


burning of forests nor do they take 
into account the indirect cost of fires, 
such as the expense to the public of 
maintaining fire departments and wa- 
terworks. 
' 
! 


"It often has been remarked that the 


appliances for the 
extinguishing of 


fires in Europe fall 
far 
below the 


standard prevailing In 
the 
United 


States and.the same probably Is true 
of tho water facilities for extinguish- 
ing fires, at least outside of the large 
cities and yet, with all our superiority 
in these respects, we lead the world in 
the destruction of property by fire. 


•'The questions of construction ex- 


plain a part of the difference and cli- 
matic conditions may play their part, 
but when everything is considered I 
believe that the conclusion will follow 
that the main reason is recklessness 
here as against the care, forethought 
and wise supervision in Europe." 


In support of the belief that It Is the 


carelessness of the American public 
that is most to blame for the condi- 
tions here, he pointed out that in a 
list of 522,716 fires in Uie United States 
during the last five years, at least one- 
half could bo properly 
ascribed 
to 


carelessness in one form or another. 


it Guards Urged Upon Nation. 
One of the most promising of the' 


movements to restrict the destruction 
by fire Is seen in the work of the na- 
tional conservation commission. 
The 


underwriters have made the following 
recommendations to the commission as_ 
tho best means of cutting down fire 
losses: 


First, that the. public 
should 
be 


brought to understand that property 
destroyed by fire is gone forever and 
Is not replaced by the distribution of 
insurance, which is a tax-'collected for 
the purpose. 


Second, that the states 
severally 


adopt and enforce 
a 
building code 


which shall require a high type of 
safe construction. 


Third, that the states establish and 


maintain an official or officials who 
shall be required to investigate the 
cause and origin of all fires. 


Fourth, that municipalities adopt 


ordinances governing 
the 
use 
and 


keeping of explosives, especially in- 
flammable commodities and other spe- 
cial hazards, such as electric wiring, 
the storing of refuse, waste.or packing 
material.

Constantinople, May 17.—Mahmoud 


Shefket Pasha, commander of the 
Turkish constitutional forces on both 
land and sea. Is the m&n most fre- 
quently In the thoughts of those ob- 
serving or dealing: with the confused 
politics of the day In Turkey. 
, 


He Is the one quiet figure upon 


whom rests the preservation of order, 
and the civil branches of the govern- 
ment look to him to Impose their lib- 
eral rule upon the empire and to deal 
promptly with persons or factions 
dangerous to the state. 


The skill and celerity with which 


Gen. 
Shefket brought the Third army 


corps and part of the Second army 
corps before Constantinople and occu- 
pied the capital baa amazed the for- 
eign military men here. Besides those 
attached to the embassies, seven offic- 
ers came from Germany and flve Brit- 
ish officers from Egypt to observe tho 
development of the campaign. 
They 


have not ceased to discuss the details 
of the constitutionalist commander's 
arrangements. 


Maintains Air of Mystery. 


Gen. Shefket has been something of 


a man of mystery, which impression 
he has been taking trouble In recent 
days to remove. He has called In suc- 
cession during the last week upon 
every ambassador and 
minister in 


Constantinople and upon those Turk- 
ish subjects holding high positions, 
such as the Greek patriarch and the 
Armenian bishop, representing the va- 
cant patriarchate. 


He has talked modestly upon polit- 


ical affairs and the relation of the 
army to the government, possibly with 
the idea of checking the spreading no- 
tion that he Is virtually dictator and 
that he and parliament are near to a 
rupture. 


Speaking on this subject today Gen. 


Shefket said: 


"The army is merely an instrument 


of civil power. The ar.ny and I as an 
ofticer in ,lt derive our authority to 
establish order from tl;« national as- 
sembly. The army Is a nnger of par- 
liament only and works under the will 
of the cabinet." 
Has Understanding With Grand Vizier 


The general had an hour's talk with 


Hllml Pasha, the grand vizier, yester- 
day, at. the conclusion of which he 
said: . 


"The grand vizier and I are in per- 


fect accord." 


Later.in conversation he said: 
"We1 have obstacles to overcome in 


our progress towards. free and stable 
institutions. I have hope that we will 
rise above them." 


The disorders in Adana province, 


Gen.' Shefket said, were in process'of 
solution. The court martial there, it 
was stated, could be trusted to make 
a thorough investigation and provide 
adequate punishment for the guilty. 
The agitation in the Fourth 
army 


corps at the headquarters In Erzerum 
had ceased, most of the mutineers 
and deserters having, been arrested. 


Wants Support of American!. 


In conclusion Gen Shefket said: 
"We desire, to have the good will, 


sympathy, and moral support ot. the. 
Americans in the present movement 
toward better government." 


Gen. 
Shefket's whole- day after. 9 


o'clock in the morning 'is allotted to 
military business. He is a -tall, wide 
shouldered, thin Arab ot Bagdad, with 
some Georgian blood. He is a man of 
extreme composure, 
only his 
eyes 


shine like those of an enthusiast. 


"Some of the members of the com- 


mittee," said Rauf Bey, one of three 
who represented 
the Young Turks' 


committee in .the navy, "before the 
advance on 
Constantinople, doubted 


whether Gen. Shefket wag the. man 
for the work ahead. He was so still, 
so tranquil, so silent; but what a man 
he is; what energy, what intellect, 
what disinterested • motives. 
To him 


the cause'is everything; he thinks 
nothing of himself." 


Deposed Sultan's Son Arrested. 


The arrest of Prince Burham Eddin, 


the fourth son of the deposed sultan, 
Is confirmed. * He will be interned In 
one of the palaces here.. Nothing is 
known of the precise charge against 
•him, but he was under suspicion of 
being implicated in the mutiny of 
April 13.

coupling the mall car and the locomo- 
tive.

the car, but was driven back 
by a 


dozen revolver shots.. Hastily climbing 
into the cab, the outlaws sent the en- 
gine hurrying down the track—how 
far Is not known. 


Trainmen Send Out Warning. 


As so6n as the. conductor was aware 


there was a- holdup he ordered a brak'e- 
man to the rear of the train to pre- 
vent a collision 
and 
had 
another 


brakeman cut in the telegraph wire to 
send word to Spokane. A third mem- 
ber of the train crew was hurried to 
the station with the news. 


Half an hour after the engine and 


mall car had disappeared they were 
seen coming down the track and hur- 
ried preparation were made to ditch 
the runaways, which then were going 
at the rate of twenty-five miles an1 
hour. The trainmen placed a tie on 
the track. The engine and car were 
partly stopped by this 
means, but 


plunged on into the coaches.

was a hard crash and the passengers 
were thrown from their seats, most of 
the injured being hurt by glass from 
the broken windows.

RHODE ISLAND—To corporations 


desiring to do business in Rhode Island 
the tax system of that state offers an 
inducement to incorporate 'under her 
laws. This consists In a deduction for 
actual indebtedness from taxable per- 
sonal property to domestic corporations 
only, corporations without a Rhode Is- 
land charter not being allowed this 
privilege. Moreover, no corporation do- 
ing business In Rhode Island is taxed 
on its Intangible personalty, such as 
bank deposits and net credits: The re- 
sult is that it Is not uncommon for 
most, If not all. ofthe personal prop- 
erty of a domestic corporation to es- 
cape taxation, the Intangible person- 
alty not being assessed according- to 
law, and the tangible personalty being1 
canceled by indebtedness.

the state government In Vermont, ap- 
proximately a million and a. half dol- 
lars a year, are met by the special 
taxation of, corporations and by other 
special taxes collected by the state. 
The corporations are paying appro*-' 
imately 56 per cent of the total state 
expenses. 
The chief feature of cor- 


porate taxation in Vermont is the pol- 
icy of providing in detail for import- 
ant corporations two methods of tax- 
ation and permitting the corporation 
to elect to be taxed under either pro- 
vision. 
The two systems have dif- 


ferent bases, one being property and 
the other receipts. 


MASSACHUSETTS.—The total ex- 


pense of the Massachusetts state gov- 
ernment in 1907 was approximately 
J13,500,000. 
The receipts from 
the 


special taxation ot corporations in 
Massachusetts paid about one-third of 
this sum. 
Massachusetts is the only 


New England state which adopted a 
.theory' of corporate taxation at an i 
early date and has consistently ad- 
hered to it. The corporation is taxed 
upon its real estate and tangible prop- 
erty in the locality where the proper- 
ty is situated, just as property is taxed 
to Individuals; and then the state tax 
commissioner estimates the value of 
the capital stock of the corporation, 
deducts 
therefrom 
the 
amount of 


property taxed by the localities, and 
(axes the corporation upon the residue", 
called the "corporate excess." - This 
principle extends broadly to all Mas- 
sachusetts., corporations — financial, 
public-service, and general business. 
The entire system of corporate taxa- 
tion In Massachusetts is characterized 
by uniformity of theory, careful classi- 
fication of different businesses, and 
expertnoss of administration.

The cost of maintaining: flre depart- 


ments, the excess of premiums over 
losses paid and the losses by flre yearly 
in the United States exceed the value 
of all the gold, silver, copper and pe- 
troleum 
produced annually in the 


country- The total cost in losses and 
for fighting fires amounts to $5.34 per 
capita. This is a brief summary of a 
part of statistics made public last 
week at the annual meeting of the 
National Board of Underwriters in 
New York. 


In his address to the meeting Presi- 


dent Hare said that for. the past five 
years the average annual loss through 
flre in the United States had been 
$269.200,412, and that In the five years 
tho total had been $1,^40.002,059. For 
the past five years the flre losses In 
the country have averaged $737,535 a 
day. In 1907 the loss was $215,084,700. 
and last year $217.885.850. 


In the report of the committee on 


statistics the losses by tire In the va- 
rious cities for the year 1908 were 
given in detail. They were contrasted 
with tho. statistics gathered from Eu- 
rope. While the loss from flre in Amer- 
ican cities runs from $5.07 per capita 
down to $1.27, In Europe the loss is 
from $1.G7 to 18 cents per capita. Paris, 
because of its size,' Is compared with 
(Chicago. The cost per capita in Paris 
is 47 cents, and in Chicago $1.45. Cin- 
cinnati Is compared to Frankfort, Ger- 
many. 
There the loss averaged 32 


cents, and In the Ohio city $5.07.

New York. May 17.—Protection of 


the Insect-eating birds, whose destruc- 
tion caused a crop loss of almost a 
billion dollars to this country in the i 
last year, will be made a campaign Is- 
sue throughout the nation as the result 
of a general movement which was or- 
ganized In this city today. Backed by 
the granges and other bodies repre- 
senting 
the 
farmers. 
orchardists, 


ranchmen and planters of every sec- 
tion of the land, the National Associa- 
tion of Audubon societies is preparing 
to obtain from every present and pros- 
pective representative of the people in 
every state in the union definite de- 
clarations of their stand on this ques- 
tion of the conservation of the bird re- 
sources of the commonwealth. "Where 
the forces of the milliners have been 
able to exert political pressure to legal- 
ize their poaching upon the feathered 
guardians of tho crops, the people will 
rlso this year to demand that their own 
Interests be protected, It was declared 
by leaders of this now campaign to- 
day. 


Feather Dealers Defeat Bill. 


Representing an Industry valued at 


less than $12,000.000, a few Broadway 
feather dealers have just succeeded In 
defeating In thin state the Francis bill 
for the protection of the insect-eating 
birds, behind which agricultural Inter-' 
ests worth over half a billion dollars 
were solidly arrayed. 
In spite of the 


united efforts of the 83,000 farmers 
represented in tho state grange and 
the Audubon workers, who were back- 
ed by tho press and peoplo of almost 
every community In the state, it was 
reported today that tho hiring of law- 
yers "whoso political Influence was un- 
'doubtedly used to prevent any open 
consideration of the bill on the floor 
of either branch of the legislature," 
had, 
with other machinations of the 


milliners, resulted in legalizing for an- 
other year their traffic in property 
that belongs to the state. As a first 
step in the general national campaign 
for tho birds who guard the crops, tho 
record of each leglslatpr on this mat- 
ter will be submitted "to his constitu- 
ents and ever}-, effort made to secure 
from each district in this state repre- 
sentatives at Albany next year who 
\f\\l be pledged to heed this strong de- 
mand from their agricultural support- 
ers. 


States Defend Crop Guards. 


California, Missouri and Oklahoma 


have just been reported as adopting 
laws .defending their bird crop guards 
against the ravages of the feather deal- 
ers, which are substantially the same 
as the bill which the milliners have 
just strangled in this state. 
Similar 


laws forbidding the sale or possession 
of the plumage,- skin or body of -the 
Insect-eating, non-game birds, "irre- 
spective of whether said bird was cap- 
tured or killed within or without the 
state," are already in force and work- 
ins for the protection of the farmers in 
Iowa, Louisiana. Massachusetts, Mich- 


igan, Mississippi. South Carolina and 
West Virginia. From every other state! 
and territory la the land communica- 
tions are being received, at the head- 
quarters of the movement today, urg- 
ing an Immediate effort to rouse the 
people to campaign for'their feathered 
crop protectors against the forces of 
the millinery Interests. 


Now the Tim* to Act. 


"If the people of this country are 


ever going to stop the milliners from 
killing the birds that would save them 
a billion dollars each year Jf left alive, 
now is the time for them to act," said 
William Dutcher. president of the Na- 
tional Association of Audubon socie- 
ties, at Its headquarters, 141 Broadway, 
today. "A disgraceful display of polit- 
ical pull has tbJs year turned over to 
the feather dealers In this state its 
wild birds that have been proved to 
save, by fighting off insects, more 
value In crops In a few seasons than 
the whole millinery industry la worth. 
Now we are going to take this great 
economic question to the people in 
this state and in every part of the 
land. We believe that all patriotic 
Americans -who would preserve their 
country's agricultural wealth will Join 
with us to demand from their represen- 
tatives a pledge to prevent the millin- 
ers from further profiting by the kill- 
ing of these insect-eating, non-game 
birds at the expense of billions of dol- 
lars to the crops of the land."

Its 
remarkable powers in ' this direction 
were displayed to numerous interested 
callers this week and Mr. Clark was 
compelled to accept congratulations 
galore, though he refrained from going 
into details concerning his .methods for 
attaining results so remarkable, stating 
that he would have a detailed state- 
ment on that subject later. 


The music for this instrument is cut 


by the Q. R. S. Company, a music cut- 
ting concern,owned by the Apollo man- 
agement. The rolls are substantially 
fourteen and one-half inches wide and 
the perforations run nine to the inch.

course, with tho conventional music 
roll and without the solo device, and 
Is equipped with the double tracker, 
one for the six-to-the-inch roll and 
the other for the nine-to-the-inch rolls.

-perforations in the paper for their ac- 
centuation.
